SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording combines a variety of material which contains adult sexual 
themes and sexual expression. There is material presenting serious social discussion 
and interpretation as well as that which presents graphic displays of sexual activity and 
of female nudity in close focus with no context. The presentations of female sexual 
conduct could be considered to be objectifying and therefore degrading and 
dehumanising. This is not considered to be extensive in the context of the whole of 
the video recording. There are presentations of the SM activity of Bondage and 
Discipline, which occur in the context of a documentary style feature. The manner of 
the presentation is serious and does not create a sense of any real threat in the sexual 
satisfaction which is presented as being derived from inflicting or suffering pain. The 
activity is well interpreted in the narrative and is not considered to impact adversely 
upon the whole of the video recording. 

Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply to this publication and restrictions on its 
availability are justified as a reasonable limitation because of the contents explicit 
sexual references and portrayals. Therefore the publication is classified objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years. 
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
